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REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending in the subject application. After entry of the above 
amendments to the claims, claimsl and B have been amended and claims 10-12, 18 and 20 have 
been cancelled . Tlie Examiner is respectMly requested to reconsider tlie rejection of the claims 
in view of the above amendments and remarks as set forth herein below. 


1. aaims 1-6, 19, 21 and 22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by tawson (US DE 420,206). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

hi paragraph 6 of the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claim 18 is 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected based claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The language of claim 18 and intervening claims 10, 11 and 12 have been added to independent 
claim 1 . Thus, independent claim 1 and all clauns d^ending thereon should now be in condition 
for allowance. 

2, Claims 7-11 and 20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
overlawson (U.S. DE 420,206) in view of Cross et aL (U.S. 5,708,983). This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

In paragraph 6 of the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner mdicatcs that claim 18 is 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected based claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
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in uidepcndenl form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The language of claim 18 and intervening claims 10, 11 and 12 have been added to independent 
claim L Thus, independent claim I and all claims depending thereon should now be in condid«n 
for allowance. 

3. Claims 12-J 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.G § 103(a) as being unpatentable aver 
lawsoH (US. DE 420,206) in view of Cross etaL (U.S. 5,708,983) as applied to claim 11 
above, and further in view of Payne (U.S. 6,052,830). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

In paragraph 6 of the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claim 18 is 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected based claim, but would be allowable if rewrilten 
in independent form including aU of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The language of claim 18 and intervening claims 10, 1 1 and 1 2 have been added to independent 
claim 1 . Thus, independent claim 1 and all claims depending thereon should now be in condition 
for allowance. 

Applicant acknowledges that claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
forai including all of the Umitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, as set forth in 
paragraph 6 of the outstanding Office Action. 

In view of the above amendment and remarks, it is believed that the claims are in 
condition for allowance and allowance is respectfully requested.
